2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims I, 2, and 5 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Tamura et a! (5,096,401). Wessels (5,620,769), or 
Ampulski (6,554,601). Tamura, Wessels, and Ampulski teaches the claimed invention having a drum with projections, dispenser, a 
layer that is shaped, a radiation source, and a roller to press the layer against the drum. 

Claims 3, 4, 6-10, and 20 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over Xamura et al (5,096.401). Wessels 
(5 620 769) or Ampulski (6,554,601). One skilled in the art would recognize the apparatus taught in the reference can be used 
according to the choice of the user. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art that the claimed invention is taught by the 
references. 

Claims 1 1-19 meets the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2)-(3). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method 
having a method including a step of softening the polymer layer prior to embossing by the drum. 

Claims 1-20 meets the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(4). and thus haves industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
